Richardson abused her 
when drinking, anil niade accusations 
agnnst her, for which he invariably apol- 
ogized when sober. .

An acute attack of virtue caused a 
epasmodic effort on the port of representa- 
tives of the law and morality to call meet? 
ictgs at which committees were made, more 
especially at Highland Park, to discover 
the best way to aurpress a gambling es- 
tablishment recently located in tho Town- 
uhip of Deerficld. A bill for an injunction 
was prayed for and an answer followed. 
Since then quiet has prevailed all along 
the line. Tho effort does not &eem to bo 
at efficient as the prosecution of the Antt- 
och township venders of malt and spirituous 
liquors, or the prompt scattering of the 
Ideal Park Association. Kvunston for 
eight months has vigorously pursued the 
"blind pigs" and beer peddlers through 
its chief of police, but this' morning's news 
is to the effect that she hus thrown up the 
job for want of assistance, 

Dowie said in court the other day that 
the statutes of Illinois were a Mu/.o. Tho 
judge of the court coincided with him ; nnd 
this reminds me of a comment by Gibbon 
in his Decline and Fall of the Roman Em- 
pire, where he says: "The ministers of 
Julian were instructed to labor for the im- 
mediate benefit of bis subjects. It was 
their duty to select the useful and practi- 
cal parts of the Roman law. " In that long 
ago period tho rulers realized that the laws 
as they existed, were a maze: many of them 
absolete. and that new rules or lawa were 
made and adopted that could bo serviceable 
to the people. He continues, "In the 
space of ten centuries the infinite variety of 
laws nnd legal opinions hnd filled many 
thousands of volumes, whico no fortune 
could purchase and no capacity digest." 

The laws of a free people should foresee 
and determine evcy question that may 
properly arise in the cxerice of power and 
the transaction of business. Alexander 
Hamilton made strenuous and persistent 
attempt* to incorporate this particular sub- 
ject in the constitution of the United States 
for he thought it wos necessary in order to 
control the power of property, i. e.. money. 
Hence tho inability of the courts to reach 
bv law the so-called "trusts." It is claim- 
ed by soma eminent legal minds that tho 
common law principle does govern in na- 
tional as well as state matters, and quotes 
instances* ■ 

The famous fugitive Slave law just l>efor c 
the civil war was decided by Justice Taney 
to be constitutional; and yet the great ma- 
jority of the north would have been pleased 
had he decided against it, Ae it happened, 
tho decision was not favorably received by 
the North and a long, bloody civil war was 
precipitated to determine, forever, the 
question.- There is no question as to the 
evil of gambling or intemperance, but no 
law has yet been framed that prevent these 
evils in society. 

The following is the utterance of an em- 
inent orator nnd lawyer: "We cannot re- 
ly upon legislative enactments to make 
people wise and good; neither can we ex- 
pect to make human beings manly and 
womanly by keeping them out of tempta- 
tion. Temptations are as thick as the 
leaves of the forest, and no one can be out 
of reach of temptation unless he be dead." 

The great thing is to make people intel- 
ligent enough and strong enough not to 
keep away from temptation, hut to resist 
it. All the forces of civilization are in 
favor of morality and temperance. Utile 
can be accomplished by law, because law, 
for the most part, about such things is a 
destruction of personal liberty. Liberty is 
the breath of progress; it is the seed and 
soil, the heat and rain of love and joy. 
Liberty sustains the same relation to all 
the virtues that the sun does to life. 

So much for the moral law. and do the 
ministers of tho moral law* perform their 
duties any better than tho?e who ad- 
minister the common or statute laws? The 
great trouble with the inferior courts of 
law is that, in cities, at least, it is but n 
machine to extort the fees, rather than to 
"hear and determine." 

As an" example of the workings of law, 
a few women recently were caught stealing 
coal from the railroad yards — sequel, 
arrest and fined; but a raise of Scents a 
ton, or an average of one dollar per ton as 
aguimf last year's prices, with hut a few 
cents per ton, additional expense to the 
miner, is business, not Irfrceny.

Rawlins, for (ho Democrats, wore tho 
principal speakers, a nil wore given close 
attention. . 'Flip hill was ttindo'tho unfin- 
ished" business nnd will probably hold. 
that preference until •the final rote; tu 
tho absence of other pressing business 
the House mnnngers are n'lowhtg lho 
widest latitude in the debate .on tbo ur- 
gent deficiency hill now beforo the House. 
Tlio irrigation of arid lands In the West 
nnd the ndvlsnbllHy of retaining control 
of tho Philippines were the- main topics 
under discussion Tuesday. The speak era 
wero Mr. Sibley (Pa,), Mr. DliiKinoie 
(Arlc.K.Mr. Ncwlniula (Nov.), Mr. Mon- 
dell (W/o.). Mr.' Robinson (tnd.). Mr. 
Kern (III,), Mr. Galnca (Tenn,).' Mr. Van- 
diver (Mo.) and Mr, Greene (Iowa). 

The Douse went Into committee of the 
whole soon after opening on Wednesday 
and resumed the debate upon the general 
deficiency bill. Mr. Padgett ot Tennessee, 
the first. speaker, advocated tho adoption 
of n declaration In favor of pledging the 
United States to give independence to 
the Philippines. After some further re- 
marks -by Mr. Chandler of Mississippi 
and Mr. Kenor of Indiana Mr. Watson 
of Indiana closed the general debate with 
an hour's speech In defense of the nditilu- 
istrntloii's Philippine policy.

Mr. Qunfles of Wisconsin offered 
an amendment providing that the Secre- 
tary of Commerce should havo complete 
control of tbe work of gathering and dis- 
tributing statistical Information naturally 
relating |o the subjects confided to his de- 
partment, nnd to this end tlio Secretary 
of Commerce should havo authority to 
call upon all other departments of tho 
government for statistical data to bo pub- 
lished as he may deem wise. 

Senator f latum was the central figure 
in Senate debate Thursday when consid- 
eration of the Department of Commerce 
bill was resumed. The pending iptestion 
was tho amendment offered by Mr. PeL- 
ma of Alabama providing that the De- 
partment of .Labor be not transferred to 
tlio proposed new department. Mr, Pet- 
tus made a brief argument ill support of 
his amendment, and be was supported by 
Mr. Bacon." lu reply Mr, Nelson, Id 
charge of the pending measure, said he 
had beard no protest against the trans- 
fer until recently an ollleiul of n laboi 
organisation had objected to It, lie 
maintained that It was n' mistake to leave 
the labor department without the juris- 
diction of an executive department. Mr, 
Ha una snld the establishment of tlio new 
department was in the. Interest of .both 
capital and labor. In the House (he con- 
sideration of the urgent deficiency bill, 
which has been under debate since Mon- 
day, wns completed, but owing to the 
lateness of the hour pnssaga of Ibc bill 
wns postponed until Friday. A success- 
ful effort was made to increase the pay of 
rural free delivery carriers from $300 to 
$000 per annum. Mr. Hill or Connecti- 
cut made tho motion to increase the ap- 
propriation for this purpose. It was re- 
sisted by Mr. Cannon, Mr. Loud, chair- 
man of the postotllco committee, nml Mr. 
Payne, tlio Republican floor tender, on 
the ground that the method wns Irregu- 
lar, but the members with rural con- 
st itn uncles supported It and It was adopt- 
ed by a vote of 100 to 7S. 

On Friday n vote was reached on the 
urgency deficiency bill. The Item that had 
aroused Democratic opposition was In- 
geniously niiieuded so as to appropriate 
$000,000 for "l lie protection nnd shelter" 
of American troops serving In tho Phil- 
ippines.

Horrible Catastrophe at LohI Creek| 
".Iowa— Wives mid Fn ml lies of Km- 

tombed Workers Cnnec a I'litiic' at 

the Mouth of the I'll. 

Twcnty-jilne miners were . hilled and 
eight seriously injured iu tin 'explosion ut 
Lpat Creek, Iowa, nnd the workings; or 
life mine ore seriously, damaged hy the 
tire which followed the explosion. Over 
100 men were in the colliery ut the time 
of the a eel dent, but only those in oite por- 
tion of the mine were cut off from escape. 

The accident occurred Just tit the noon 
hour and was What is known as a dust 
explosion. The miners hud J list tired 
their noon shots, one of which failed to 
operate as desired. The burning powder 
ignited the gas and the explosion follow- 
ed, • Debris was. blown out of the shaft 
month over 200 feet in the ttlv. The top 
works were bo seriously damaged that It 
was some time before the rescue parlies 
could go to Hie aid of the cutout bed niiu- 
crg, 

. Families at Pit Month. 

It was just 72:15 when n dull mar, 
coupled with n shuck which could be felt 
for miles around, told ofsonm grave acci- 
dent ut the mine. Within five minutes 
the ground surround tug the pit mouth 
was thronged with the wives and "the 
families of the miners. Then as they 
stood n rou nil, not grasping the fall import 
of what had occurred, front out of the 
pit mouth hurst ti shaft of Hume, setting 
.the top works on lire nud rendering the 
work of rescue Impossible, 

A panic Immediately followed. Many 
of the women, who did not know in ''what 
part of the mine their husbands had been 
working, ran rrnntlcnlly tlirpntdi"- the 
groups of men who were gathenyl'tiigcth- 
er excitedly dismissing means/of rescue, 
some hunting vainly for u'-f a miliar face, 
only to he tohl after half an hour's search 
that the bread winner of tho family and 
the head of their household was some- 
where In those workings from which 
vicious puffs of flame were being spouted 
forth. Several women hud # to ho re- 
strained- from leaping Into the mouth of 
the pit even before tho fire wna under 
control, nnd the physicians who hud 1>een 
summoned front' all the near-by towns 
were busy Immediately 1 upon their arrival 
in attending to the women, who, frenzied 
by their grief, were on the verge of losing 
their scuses. 

Itcscnc Portico Have Dlfllciitty. 

It was ii o'clock before the rescue pnr- 
ties were nble to enter the mine, and 
when lin ally the cages were rigged, the 
lire under control and they were lowered 
into the ruined workings they found at 
every step char red, bodies "of the uieu who 
hud been killed Ity the first shock, nnd 
over whose corpses the fl nines had 
wrought hnvoc, burning somoof them 
so badly Unit identlli cation was barely 
possible. There were 110 men nt work 
In the mine at the time of the explosion, 
but eighty managed to escape, compara- 
tively uninjured, through the various air 
shafts. ' .-_...

We are pleused to publish this week an 
interesting letter from Frank White, dop 
uty superintendent of schools of Turkic 
Province, P; I. He is the son of A.' J, 
White 'formerly of Antioch. ^-However, 
though not bearing n'very' recent date, it 
will' prove interesting reading to our sub- 
scribers: ',. 

• Tnrlac V. I., Sept. 25.1901. 
, Sly Dear Father— My school work is 
proving wonderfully satisfactory.* fnr more 
go than t bad any reason to expect, l.lmvo 
not written you' much about conditions 
here in Turliic because until recently I 
thought it might \>c necessary to be assign- 
ed to another town. I have been consider- 
ably disturbed until within the last few 
weeks by the conviction that I should have 
here n particularly hard field. But now 
things arc as promising as 1 , could wish, 

You will see why 1 was noxious ns to tbe 
outcome, when'l tell you the situation as 1 
found it on my arrival. 

The. Province of Turliic wjs one of the 
hotbeds of the insurrection. It has the 
reputation of being the borne of more 
ladrones than n ny other province in the 
island of Lu-^on. A ladroneis simply nn 
insurrecto who is looking out for His own 
interests. He- is an outlaw! or brigand. 
There are immense forests in Tnrlac Prov- 
ince nnd these are tbe bomes'of the ladron- 
es, those of them that nre left, for tbe mil- 
itary has been very vigilant in chasing 
them down. Nearly a dozen of the lenders 
have been hung since I .came, and ninny 
others are under sentence. . Tbe military 
people are very frudpiciousof all I he unlives 
in this section of the country, Tbey put 
no confidence in nny of them 

In the insurrection there wore two class- 
es of Filipinoes. first the more substantial 
citizens, the business men and the reoog- 
nir.cd leaders in the various communities . 
and second the lawless element. In tbis 
Province tbe second class was particularly 
large and particularly active. Some' of 
the prime movers in the insurrection were 
men who had for years been leaders of 
bands of ladrones who preyed off the more 
peacefully disponed people. Some of these 
ladronea are very shrewd men who have 
planned and executed their schemes so 
carefully that their very neighbors have net 
discovered their guilt. The Spanish courts 
were very loose in their methods, nnd with 
r little money the lenders could arrange it 
bd that they need not fear justice.- Indeed 
the men in authority were considered fools 
unless they Qlled their owu pockets when 
tbey bad on oppertunity. So the political 
leaders preyed upon the people as much ns 
the lad rones themselves. In Spanish limes 
tbe only way a man could keep even with 
the world when his property was : grabbed 
by the civil authorities or confiscated., by 
the "padres" or stollen by the la3rbne>7 
was to go and steal some other man's prop- 
erty. It seems that this sort of life has be- 
come habitual in Tarlnc Province, The 
man that steal the most and keep it the 
longest is recognized as tho ablest man in 
the community. This is probably nn over 
etatement of tbe situation but it comes near 
enough the truth to be taken for the work* 
ing basis by the military authorities. 
The nrmy people consider every Filipino a 
ludrone at heart. If he is apparently hon- 
est they credit his honesty to the force of 
circumstances. - ■ 

■ His one of tbe policies of the civil com- 
mission, in establishing civil government 
in the various provinces, to place in author- 
ity the men who were the recognized leaders 
in tbe Insurrection. This method serves 
as a means of buying oH tho opposition. 
If a Filipino general can get a job as a 
governor of n province, or even 'preside nle' 
of a pubelo, he receives a snug little sum 
from the government und he becomes at 
once n good American citizen. Dut this 
policy has its weak points, not- with -stand- 
ing tho fact that it is convenient method of 
pacifying the Island. When the commis- 
sion cnme'up to Tarlnc last spring lo estab- 
lish the civil government for the province, 
their choice for governor was General Sln- 
ctibulos. Their reason for selecting htm 
was that be was the chief insurrecto leader 
in this section. But be is moreover one of 
the worst scoundrels alive. Five-years ago 
he was u poor man, with heavy gambling 
debts hanging over him. .>*ow he is one 
of the wealthiest men in tbe province, Ho 
has stolen everything he wanted. He has 
appropriated large tntctt of land and made 
out tbe deeds to suit himself. The reg- 
istration of deeds under the Spanish. system 
wns in such> a jumble that it is practically 
impossible for tbe rightful owners of the 
property to prove their claims. The local 
military authorities raised so loud a pro- 
test ngainst Mncabulos that the commision 
decided to appoint some one else to the 
ffovernor-ship, but there wasn't any avail- 
able Filipino in the province ' whom tbey 
considered at once capable nnd trustworthy 
so Captain Clark, of tbe 12tb; infantry, whb 
given the position. The next question wns 
as to tbe choice of n Provincial Secretary, 
Col. Bubb and Gov, Clark united in recom- 
mending a prominent Filipino named Juan 
Cordona, Ho was a leader in tbe insurrec- 
tion, but at nn early date be turned to tbe 
side of the Americans and was of great as* 
distance to the military in Informing them 
as to the movement* of the enemy. The 
only objection to Cordona seemed to be 
that tbe natives were very suspicious of 
him. He thought it necessary to carry a re- 
volver where ever ha went and he was usual v 
accompanied by a guard. As a reward 
for the assistance given the Americans, the 
commissi on 1 made him RBcretary. I men- 
tioned him, I believe in my lost tetter, but' 
since then another chapter ban been 'added 
to Mr. Cordon's history. A few days ago

Whiio he was "free they did not dare com- 
plain on him for fear lie would order them 
killed. Cordona lind his thriving down to 
a'fln'e art,' ■ He paid Ins men about 25 per 
cent cash on the.value of erer/nniniiil-clip^ 
tared, and in case of real estate, he so in ml - 
ilied the records in hia office w to mnko 
himself owner of the property. TJiis innt- 
terofbeing Provincial Secretary- was. a 
liroat*convenicnce toliini. But Inin afraid 
be will llnd that the methods in vogue in 
Spanish times will lie the menus of his.un- 
doinR under the new regime. 

What is true of these men is. true, of 
ninny others.; The "presideritcs' * of sev- 
eral towns in the province are now umler 
suspicion oil similar charges, fleronh, tho 
first town north of . Turin v, lias bad three 
presidents in the past three months. The 
first two are now' serving i sentences on 
charges similar to those against Cordona, 
nnd the man now in office is scared of his 
life. The preaidente of Pnnirpie, the sec- 
ond town north, is a weak sister who nnsn't 
been wise enougn to do anything very bad; 
The presidente of Mnnimda, the third town 
north, ts in jail awaiting trial. Tbe pres- 
idente of Murcin, the first town south, is 
generally recognized ns a bad case. He 
disappeared mysteriously n few dnys tigo 
and is^supposcd to have taken to the moun- 
tains with fifty armed men. The troops 
are after him. The leading citiz-n of Vic- 
toria^ few milts east of Tnrlac, is under 
nrresthsaladrone. 

The Meur-iidn cat£ is I lie most serious of 
those I have mentioned. A week ago a 
plot wns u near I lied there which implicated 
tbe two leading officials of the town. All 
the details of a bloody scheme " had been 
planned by which nil tbe Americans and 
Spaniards in Moncada were to have been 
killed. A signal had I wen arranged and a 
date set for the attack. A large number of 
nntives were In the plot and all had taken 
what is known as tbe "blood oath" which 
hindd a man to kill or be killed. The lend* 
era are now imprisianed and the military 
and civil authorities* are investigating. 

In view of iucb conditions ns these it is 
a difficult matter to figure out just how 
soon these people will be ready for self gov- 
ernment. It would seem tbat.it is not n 
matter of months or. years but of centuries. 
But the encouraging feature is tbnt the 
people' are not as bad as their leaders. 
Under the Spanish influence it has become 
the precedent for nil those in authority to 
bo. scoundrels, Civil, military and eccles- 
iastic leaden have been alike in this re- 
spect-and: it is very, clear that these influ- 
ences have affected the peoptu as a whole, 
But in spite of Spanish civilization the great 
mos3 of natives in this section of tbe Islands 
remain a simple- minded, peaceful, affection- 
ate folk whose chief interest in life centers 
in their homes nnd families. {But this can 
wait till another time.) 

You can see that my first impressions of 
Tarum Province were unfavorable. . And 
in the town of Tarlnc tbe prospects were 
not bright. A discharged soldier had been 
teaching a one-horse school of fifty pupils 
before my -arrival. BuL'the people of tbe 
town knew little and cared nothing about 
his school. The town authorities did not 
appear to be fa vtrably disposed toward any- 
thing in the wav of education beyond the 
private catechism classes. The presidente 
had tbe reputation of being an insurrecto 
at heart, and I was given to understand, 
by all the Americans who knew anything 
nliout him, that ho would do all in bis 
power to defeat my efforts in behalf of tho 
schools. He is a nervous, energetic man 
who docs agreat deal of thinking And very 
little talking, 

1 did not come' hero to impose education 
on'nn unwilling people. Unless they wnnt 
what we have to give them, our tnsk is 
hopeless from tbe begining. So I felt at 
first tbnt it would be the port, of wisdom 
to look for greener partures. There are 
many parts of I ho Islands where the peo- 
ple arc eager to learn English, The Super- 
intendent, when I explained tbe situation 
to him, gave me the privilege of choosing 
any other town in this part of Luzon, but 
1 decided to give Turkic a fair trial and 
nm now very glad t stayed bore. 

Conditions in Tnrluc are not as black as 
tbey are painted. There is without ques- 
tion n great deal of mcanessin the province 
but there is no doubt in my mind but that 
many of the people arc | of a higher type 
than tbe'military will admit. The. army 
officers look upon them as enemies still and 
that nltitude makes tbe natives suspicious 
of every action of the Americana. As a 
matter of fact the insurrection is u thing 
of the past among tbe people of this section. 
Tbe disturbing elements are the lad rones 
and the rascally, leaders, 'who have ' boon 
fortunate enough to be given civil appoint- 
ments under American protection. ' The 
great trouble now is the A mcricans do not 
understand the Filipinos.' These people 
have never seen life as wo see it: All, tho 
influences brought to bear on them have 
been nt variance with wbnt wo call right. 
They lie because tbey have been trained to 
lie. They think it good policy to deceive, 
or, they believe it a matter of courtesy to 
sny something pleasant when the truth 
would bo disagreeable. With tbe Filipino 
lieing is no greater offense than is smoking 
with an American, or chewing gum, .Un- 
til wc can understand these native traits, 
until we.can figure out tho workings of tho 
Filipino mind, our work as teachers will 
be of little avail, Otherwise we can only 



impose upon litem it ey stem in which 1 thoy 
linvo no nctivo interest, So it tins been my 
effort first and hipl to determine the Filip- 
ino's way of looking nt tlunjrs, and -then lo 
lead them to something better. T am 
proud of thcTOHulta so far accomplished,, 
but of course we have made only a. begin- 
ning. This presidente of Tdrlnc,.whom 
tho military authorities n few months ago 
were calling" insurrecto unci scoundrel, in 
now one of my best friends. v He is . not a 
saint but he is a. sensible, public-spirited 
inan, and that is more than be said of 
many of the ' Americans hero. V lived in 
his bouse two weeks when I first came to 
town, und cama to know him and bis chil- 
ren and bia friendB well, Ho helped me 
in a great many ways in getting comfort- 
ably settled. I talked a great deal with 
him about the things of every day life, 
about things in America ttntl in the Phil- 
ippines; about the .insurrection', about the 
Spaniards, about the schools in former 
times and our work in giving tbe people 
belter opportunities of education. . As soon 
us ho and Iho other people come to realize 
that I did not assume nny authority over 
them, the uttitmlp of suspicion that was 
verv apparent in the beginning disappear- 
ed and it was not long until they were 
actively interested in promoting Hie schools. 
The beginnings nre extremely encourag- 
ing. Our new school house, the best in 
tbe province, is nearly completed and now 
1 nm buisy putting into opperation branch 
schools in the barrios of the pubelo. 
, But I must tell you~of thin in my nest. 
I hnve been working very hard since begin- 
ning hero. 1 hava been determined to 
make n success of it if possible, and cir- 
cumstances have in many respects fnvnred 
me. it was mighty fortunatelbnl I enme 
over just when I did. The great mu*s of 
the teachers came on the transport Thomas 
n few weeks ago, but those of us who were 
on band before hnve had nn opportunity to 
show our colors und gain n little . vnluablo 
experience. I have seen considerable of 
my Division Superintendent at>d am sure 
tie is going to use mo very well. . He has 
asked me to give some attention to other 
towns in tbe province nnd has' repeatedly 
spoken favorably of my work here in Tarlac. 
If there wns ever nny question ns to the 
ndvisnbility of my camming here, I am 
sure it no longer exists, for with the ttttirt 
■Miavo now I am "certain of success. Do 
not let the first few pages of this letter give 
you the impression that there is nny per- 
gonal danger. I am as safe here or on the 
streets of Lyons. Kven if t here wns another 
insurrection In the provinre I should not 
be in any danger. ' Whatever other faults 
the natives may have, tbey are loyal to 
their friendB, and I know many of them 
count me their friend. •
